The amendment of new claims 13 and 14 filed 21 July 2004 are objected to under PCT Article 34(2)(b) because it adds matter into the 
application that goes beyond the disclosure as originally filed. The added matter which is new is as follows: a) a stsp of pre-heating 
the plastic particulate before introduction into a mold; and b) the step of exposing the plastic particulate to a gaseous fluid. The 
Applicant noted that support for claims 13 and 14 could be found at pages IS and 16 of the original specification, however the 
Examiner notes that no pages 15 or 16 ever existed with the specification and support cannot be found in any of pages 1-12. 



Claims 2-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus, or 
method of operating said apparatus, wherein the apparatus has two complementary open molds for receiving particulate materials and 
being matable together, two. hoppers for dumping particulate material into the molds, a supply of heat for heating the complementary 
molds, a cooling station for cooling the heated molds and a track for rolling the two carts fh)m imder the first hopper to a position 
under the second hopper and then into the cooling station. 

Claims 2-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter clauned 
can be made or used in industry.
